DEFENSE URGED BY 
EISENHOWER AID 


NEW YORK, May 27 (AP)—A 
top Administration economic ad- 
viser said last night that “al- 
though our nation’s. defenses 
against depression are better to- 
day than they were 20 vears ago, 
they require further strengthen- 
ing.” | 

Arthur F.- Burns, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advis- 
ers, added that “the President’s 
econontic program does repre- 
sent a very significant effort to 
establish the conditions of wide- 
spread confidence. without which 
a sustained growth of our econo- 
my will not take place.” 

His speech was for a dinner 
meeting at a Columbia Univer- 
sity conference on economic 
welfare.

BERLIN, May 27 (AP)— 
Screen actor Charlie Chaplin 
and Russian composer Dmitri 
Shostakovich have been awarded 
the 1953 world peace prize of

The announcement, made at 
an East Berlin meeting of the 
council, said the award was in 
recognition of their work for 
the protection of peace. 

A spokesman said Chaplin has 
informed the council he will ac- 
cept the prize and sponsor peace 
and friendship among nations 
with the money he receives.

Selassie Says Korea Vindicates 
His Stand Against Aggression 


Contrasts United Nations Action With His 


Futile Pleas for Help Before 
League of Nations. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (UP) 
— Emperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia said today that his fu- 
tile efforts before the League of 
Nations in 1936 for help against 
aggression have been “glorious- 
ly vindicated by the United Na- 
tions” in Korea. 

The Emperor, whose indomit- 
able will in the fight against 
Mussolini won him world admi- 
ration two decades ago, ad- 
dressed a press luncheon meet- 
ing amidst a busy day of sight- 
seeing. He reaffirmed his faith 
in the principle of collective 
security. 

Referring to .the Ethiopian 
troops who fought with United 
States forces in Korea, he said, 
“In the light of history our bur- 
dens and sacrifices have been 
vindicated and the truly peace- 
loving nations of the world can 
be proud of the historic progress 
achieved within the space of 
two decades.” 

The African monarch paid 
tribute earlier in the day at 
the tombs of George Washing- 
ton and the Unknown Soldier. 

Creates Stir at Mt. Vernon. 

He created a stir among the 
tourists visiting historic Mount 
Vernon, Washington’s home. 
There, he signed the visiting 
celebrities’ book, enscribing in 
Amhario these words: 

“In memory of the visit to 
the memorial of the famous 
George Washington. Haile Selas- 
sie I, 1954.” 

Two 21-gun salutes boomed 
out in the Emperor's honor dur- 
ing his visit to Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

Selassie, who arrived here 
yesterday for a three-day state 
visit, made the sight-seeing 
round of the capital with the 
genial good wishes of President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower. 


Guest at White House. 


Shortly after breakfast, Mr. 
and Mrs. Eisenhower walked out 


toasted each other and their re- 
spective nations. 

The President said he once 
read that no one can become 
great until tested in adversity. 
“By this test,” he said, “our 
guest of honor has established 
new standards in the world.” 

The Emperor thanked Mr. 
Eisenhower for American aid to 
Ethiopia. That assistance, he 
said, is “strongly impelling us 
forward on the path of progres- 
sive development.” 


Appearance Stirs Memories. 

As he stepped from the plane 
at National Airport yesterday, 
the Emperor stirred up. mem- 
ories of headlines that shook the 
world 20 years ago. 

For in 1935—in the first dawn 
of World War II—this proud de- 
scendant of King Solomon and 
the Queen of Sheba _ vainly 
hurled his barefoot army against 
the superbly equipped troops of 
Italy’s Mussolini, an act of de- 
fiance and bravery that estab- 
lished an emotional bond with 
America that has never been 
shaken. 


Selassie quite obviously felt 
this when he stepped jauntily 
down the plane’s gangplank to 
receive the greetings of Vice 
President Nixon and Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford, chairman of 
the Joints Chiefs of Staff.

At the doors of the White 
House he was received by Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Eisenhower.

Final Arguments | Ex. 
pected to End Today 
— U.S. Summarizes 
Theories of Teaching 


in Schools. 


The Government expected to 
conclude today its final argu- 
ment in the trial of five Com- 

ists charged with con- 
spitacy to advocate overthrow 
of the Government by force, 
with the likelihood the case 
would go to the jury tomorrow 
in the court of United States 
District Judge: Roy W. Harper. 

Lafayette Broome, chief Gov- 
ernment prosecutor, told the 
jury that regardless of what else 
the defendants might have taught 
or advocated in the Communist 
party schools with which they 
were connected, that if they 
taught and advoeated the over- 
throw of the Government by 
force and violence, then they 
were guilty. 

“We have shown you that the 
overthrow of the Government 
by force and violence has been 
one of the purposes of-the Com- 
munist party over a long period 
of time,” he said. “We have 
shown that these defendants 
were active in the party. 

.“In the documents we have 
introduced there are bald-faced 
statements that the overthrow 
of the Government by force and 
violence is necessary. They were 
teaching the same theories, us- 
ing the same books, in St. Louis 
in 1945 that were used in New 
York in 1931. 

“You have heard that these 
books could bear a double mean- 
ing and could be interpreted to 
advocate a peaceful seizure of 
the Government. If you will re- 
call the excerpts read to you, 
you will remember they per- 
tained to violent revolution. 
That is the whole theme and 
theory of the books.” 

Mrs. Mary Kaufman, counsel 
for Robert Manewitz and Mrs. 
Dorothy Rose Forest, wife of de- 
fendant James F. Forest, con- 
cluded defense argument with 
a plea to the jury to “repudiate 
the testimony of (the Govern- 
ment’s) paid informers as un- 
worthy of belief.” 

“You can take four or five 
pieces of highly. inflammable 
‘blood and thunder’ statements, 
without which the stories of 
these paid informers wouldn’t 
be worth a thing, and those 
statements are discredited by 
other evidence,” she sai 

‘Evasiveness’ Charged. 

“? would like you to remem- 
ber the evasiveness of these wit- 
nesses on  cross-examination. 
Then take what you were told 
and measure it against docu- 
mentary or written evidence. If 
this were not a trial involving 
members of the Communist 
party, would you believe a word 
these people. spoke? Would you 
trust them?” 

The evidence against Mrs. 
Forest showed only that she was 
devoted to the party and it did 
not convict her of any*conspi- 
racy to teach or advocate the 
overthrow of. the Government 
by force and violence, the New 
York attorney argued. 

“It all spells out only an at- 
tachment to a lawful organized 
political party. The evidence is 
not only consistent with her in- 
nocense—it is inconsistent with 
her guilt.” 

Defense of Manewitz. 

Manewitz was pictured by 
Mrs. Kaufman as a union or- 
ganizer and an avowed member 
of the party with a deep dvotion 
to the United States Constitu- 
tion. 

“When he returned from the 
Army, he was convinced of the 
threat of fascism and that the | 
peace was not won,” she said.

Marcus A. Murphy, only Negro 
defendant, acting as his own 
attorney, told the jury yesterday 
he was not a criminal but rather 
the victim of a conspiracy.

Sheriff Mosley Asks for 
‘Audit of Books Kept 
by Marvin M. Gram- 
lich. 


Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley to-: 
day requested an audit of books 
and accounts kept by his former 
deputy and bookkeeper, Marvin 
M. Gramlich, who was arrested 
late yesterday on a forgery 
charge. The audit will be made 
by the Ceunty Auditor’s office. 


Gramlich, a retired Air Force 
officer, admitted, Mosley said, 
that he forged the sheriff's sig- 
nature to a $920 check, which 
he cashed last month. He said 
he ¢‘used the money,” but gave 
no detailed account of how it 
was spent, Mosley said. 

A warrant issued by Magis- 
trate Frank W. Tirrell, at Clay- 
ton, charges Gramlich with forg- 
ing the $920 check, which was 
cashed at the St. Louis County 
National Bank. 

The former deputy also ad- 
mitted, Mosley reported, that he 
kept the proceeds of a $250 
check which Mosley had signed 
in blank for use in paying rou- 
tine bills. Both transactions will 
be presented to the grand jury. 

A search of the deputy’s desk, 
begun after his wife appeared 
at the sheriff's office on Tues- 
day and turned in his badge 
and keys, revealed that the $920 
check was missing from can- 
celed vouchers returned by the 
bank. 

Bank records showed that the 
check had been countersigned 
by Gramlich and cashed, with 
the notation that the $920 
represented money erroneously 
deposited in another of the 
sheriff's accounts. 

Gramlich had been missing 
from his post since last Friday 
and an inquiry as to the cause 
of his absence was begun when 
his wife reported that he was 
quitting. He was arrested on 
the street near the courthouse, 
and was released on $5000 bond. 

A former captain and provost 
marshal, Gramlich joined Mos- 
ley’s staff last October, two 
months after he was retired on 
a pension of $269 a month fol- 
lowing more than 20 years’ mili- 
tary service. His salary as a 
deputy was $350 a month. He

Telephone subscribers in “first 
tier” zones in St. Louis county 
are able to make toll-free calls 
to fewer stations than can sub- 
scribers in the central St. Louis 
area, a Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co, representative ac- 
knowledged today. 

The testimony was given by 
J. Hardin Smith, general com- 
mercial manager for the com- 
pany’s Missouri-Illinois area, at 


the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission’s hearing on operation 
of the metropolitan telephone 
service plan, at Clayton City 
Hall. 

Smith appeared at request of 
W. W. Sleatér III, attorney for 
the Florissant Improvement As- 
sociation, to explain answers he 
had prepared for the company 
to a set of questions on rates 
and service propounded by the 
association. 

First-Tier Zones. 
First-tier zones are those im- 
mediately adjoining St. Louis 
and a strip generally surround- 
ing it. The company designates 
these zones Riverview, Fergw 
son, Overland, Ladue, . Webster, 
Sappington and Mehlville. . 
Under the company’s new 
plan, Smith testified, subscri- 
bers in the central St. Louis 
area can call 506,155 other sub- 
scribers toll-free, an increase of 
about 36,000 over the 470,028 
they could call prior to last 
Dec. 5, when the plan went 
into operation. 

Sleater brought out from 
Smith also that the number of 
toll-free calls from the central 
area is greater than the number 
from the so-called North St.

miscarriage of justice and an 
oppression of office,” 

Charges Against Lorwin. 

Lorwin was indicted last Dec. 
3 by a_ District of Columbia 
grand jury on charges that he 
falsely denied membership in 
ithe Communist party member- 
| ship or activity in 1950, when he 
was a State Department em- 
ploye. 

In his letter to Langer, Hen- 
nings said that Assistant Attor- 
ney General Warren Olney had 
requested District Judge Edward 
Curran to dismiss the indictment 
“because the Department of Jus; 
tice attorney prosecuting the 
case, William Gallagher, had 
| falsely represented to the grand 
| jury that two FBI witnesses 
| would support the testimony giv- 
en by the sole and only witness 


that the grand jury need not 
call Lorwin or his wife because 
they would plead the Fifth 
amendment against self-incrim- 
| ination.” 

Olney admitted, Hennings’s 
letter said, that the Government 
did not have the additional wit- 
nesses and that both Lorwin and 
i his wife had testified at length 
| at loyalty board hearings vigor- 
| ously denying any Communist 
| ties and “would certainly have 


i testified before the grand jury: 
} if given an opportunity to do 


| so.’ 


‘Humiliation’ Charged. 

“Even though the indictment 
was dismissed, Mr. Lorwin, with 
whom I am not acquainted and 
in whom I have no personal in- 
terest, has been subject to pub- 
lic humiliation and put to much 
mental anguish and expense,” 
Hennings wrote. 

Hennings added that “it would 
appear that Mr. Gallagher was 
under more than ordinary pres- 
sures to have flagrantly mis- 
represented the facts in the case 
to the grand jury.” Hennings 
said that the Senate committee 
in its investigation ‘should de- 
velop fully the facts of the case 
with particular reference to the 
policies and procedures that At- 
torney General Herbert Brow- 
nell Jr. has been following that 
would permit such a disgraceful 
event to occur.” 

“We must make certain that 
the policies that brought this 
case about are stopped,” Hen- 
nings wrote. 

Delay in Review Assailed. 


In a statement accompanying 
the letter to Langer, Hennings 
noted that it was not until last 
week, when Lorwin’s counsel 
obtained a court order that 
records of his loyalty hearings 
be produced that Olney “took 
the trouble to review the file in 
the case for the first time.” 

“These admissions by the 
assistant attorney general on 
| their face are incredible,” Hen- 
nings sajd. “That the Depart- 
ment of Justice under Attorney 
General Brownell’s direction 
would order its attorneys to 
present evidence’ against an 
American citizen to prove him 
a Communist without careful 
review by the top administrators 
of the Justice Department is 
most amazing and it is a matter 
that needs careful scrutiny by 
the Congress.” 

Lorwin, who resigned from 
the State Department in 1952 
after being cleared as to his 
loyalty by a department board, 
now is an assistant professor at 
the University of Chicago,

5000-Y ear-Old Treasure Boat 
Found i in ‘Great Pyramid of Giza 


Egyptian Archeologist Says kde 


Seems More Important Than That 
of ‘King Tut’s’. Tomb. 


' CAIRO, May 27 (UP) — An 
Egyptian archeologist said today 
the discovery of a 5000-year-old 
boat in the Great Pyramid of 
Giza was more important than 
finding of the jewel-filled tomb 
of King Tutankhashon in 1923. 

The “solar boat,” installed in 
the tomb of King Cheops to 
transport his soul to the sun, 
was discovered by Kamal El 
Malakh, Egypt’s director of ex- 
cavations for Giza’ and the Nile 
delta area. It was built. of 
ceremonial sycamore wood, still 
perfumed. 

Vessel Found by Accident. 

El Malakh said he found the 
treasure ship by accident in an 
air-tight section of rock 50 feet 
from the Great Pyramid’s base 
on the southern side. Workmen 
were seeking. a corridor pos- 
sibly leading to the southern 
tomb of Cheops...» 

El Malakh safd the discovery 
appeared to be more important 
than the finding of “King Tut’s” 
treasure-filled tomb “because I 
expect it will add. a lot to our 
knowledge of the old kingdom 
of ancient Egyptians which end- 
ed with the Sixth Dynasty.” 

“The tomb of Tutankhamon 
was important for its intrinsic 
and artistic value but the boat 
is far more important for its 
value to the science of Egyp- 
tology,” he said. 

The discovery followed efforts 
by workmen to prepare a tourist 
pyramid. They discovered a 
road around the base of the 
low wall three weeks ago. It 
was first believed to be a sim- 
ple, traditional enclosure. 

The wall was made of a row 


of 84 limestone blocks, each 
three feet long, 14 feet wide 
and six feet deep. They were 
cemented with gypsum and El 
Malakh decided it was an “un- 


usual structure” and might cov- }. 


er a corridor leading to Cheops’ 
southern tomb. 


Wood Still Fragrant. 


“This morning we pierced the 
limestone,” he said. “Hot air 
gushed from the hollow under- 
neath and the fragrance of syca- 
more hit our nostrils. 


“Peering into darkness 
through the small opening we 
saw to our great surprise the 
upper part of the solar boat, 


embedded in the corridor with } 


long pieces of wood which look- 
ed like oars on both sides. 


“The boat occupies only half 
the length of the corridor, en- 
couraging belief there’s a second 
boat in the other half, but we 
aren’t sure yet.” 

He said this one appeared to 
be a “night boat” for the an- 
cient kings believed their souls 
traveled into eternity in day 
boats to follow the sun and night 
boats for journeying from sun- 
down: to sunrise.

Eggs (and what picnic is 
complete without deviled eggs) 
won't strain your budget. Frank- 
furters are an excellent value, 
as are all of the luncheon meats. 

Fryers, to be barbecued with 
a flavorable sauce, are really 
budget stretchers, Hamurgers, a 
natural for cook-outs, are just 
one way of using economical 
ground beef. Can you think of 
anything more tempting than 
the aroma of bacon sizzling over 
a camp fire? Check the price 
on’ the No. One or standard 
bacon, and see how’ inexpensive- 
ly you can sniff this delightful 
odor. 

You won’t buy spareribs at 
a bargain; there is no doubt 
about that, But perhaps the first 
holiday of the season. warrants 
a little extra treat. 

All cuts of “veal continue to 
be excellent investments, and of 
curse we needn't tell you that 
beef is still an outstanding buy. 

One reminder: inexpensive 
fish fillets can make some fine 
out-of-doors meals (and can al- 
ways be substituted to assuage 
male vanity if your fisherman's 
eatch jest doesn’t materialize).

Most novel feature of the pro- 
posals would be special panels 
in the Senate and House with 
authority “to recommend cor- 
rective action” tf committees 
violate the code.

Other members would be elected 
by the separate chambers from 
both parties. 

Senator Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, yesterday outlined 
the new proposal. He and the 
other sponsors said “they were 
motivated by a growing aware- 
ness, in and out of Congress, 
of abuses that have seriously 
damaged the prestige and legiti- 
macy of congressional investiga- 
tions.” 

The new plan was termed “a 
synthesis of several ‘codes’ in-

The special panels would have 
authority to investigate all com- 
plaints “by persons claiming to

Eisenhower Says Pro- 
posed Subsidy With- 
drawal Reflects Ad- 


ministration Aims. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower made 
public yesterday an inter-agency 
report calling for fewer but 
stronger airlines and for orderly 
reduction and withdrawal of 
federal subsidies to domestic 
airlines “where appropriate.” 
The report was submitted to 
the President by the Air Co- 
ordinating Committee which was 
asked last September to make a 
review of American air policy. 
On the subject of fewer but 
stronger airlines, the report said: 
“Plans should be developed 
for consolidation of trunk lines 
into a more limited number ‘of 
systems, capable of self-suffi- 
cient operation by carrying their 
fair share of uneconomical and 
developmental service.” 

It added that operation of un- 


economic competitive services 
“should be avoided or elimi- 
nated.” 


As for reduction and with- 
drawals of federal subsidies to 
domestic airlines, the study com- 
mittee said air transportation 
can no longer be regarded as an 
infant industry. 

Mature Industry, Report Says. 
“It has by now reached a stage 
of economic maturity where an 
adequate future rate of devel- 
opment is no longer primarily 
dependent upon federal subsidy 
assistance,” the committee said.

4. Further development of 
the air cargo industry, with 
special emphasis on all cargo 
services, “is in the national 
interest and should be encour- 


5. The Federal Government 
should encourage state and 
local governments and private 
enterprise “to continue théir 
long-accepted primary role, of 
developing, operating and 
maintaining public airports.” 
The Federal Government 
“must concentrate its finan- 
cial aid in public airport de- 
velopment on airports and 
types of construction which 
are essential in the national 
interest rather than of local 
importance.” 


6. Active consideration 
should be given to starting a 
program under which domes- 
tic airways would pay charges 
as a “reasonable contribution 
toward meeting the costs of 
the airways system.” 

7. Internationally, the ex- 
change of air transport rights 
“will continue to be bilateral 
agreement until such time as 
it is possible to achieve a 
multilateral agreement” with 
various countries. 

8. Long-range mobilization 
requirements for expansion of 
civil airlift capabilities 
“should not be permitted to 
lead to unsound promotional 
and regulatory policies for 
civil aviation . . .” 

9. The Federal Government. 
must continue its support of 
aeronautical research and de- 
velopment in all essential 
phases of civil aviation, and 
facilities for such work “must 
be kept modern and expanded 
as needed if the United States 
is to maintain leadership in 
an iniestry cosentiet to the 
national welfare.”

The quickest way to cripple the world-renowned river valley 
development, he added, “is for the President to appoint a man 
of split allegiances” to the agency’s board chairmanship. 


Clapp, whose eight years as 
head of TVA ended last Tues- 
day, said, “It is difficult to see 
how a TVA man can take his 
oath of office and at the same 
time be committed to bring it 
in line with a new philosophy.” 

If such a man is appointed by 
the President, he warned, “‘this 
could tear the TVA board apart 
with a majority of two—the in- 
cumbents—adhering to the pur- 
poses of TVA as written in the 
valley authority act.” 

This would mean, he added, 
that the two incumbents—Ray- 
mond Patey and Harry Curtis— 
“would be forced to disagree 
publicly with their chairman.” 

Impact of TVA. 

Only confusion and dishar- 
mony could result—to the detri- 
ment of the agency and thus to 
the national economy as a whole. 
Clapp spelled out his idea of 
TVA’s impact upon the nation 
in these terms: 

1. The agency’s yardstick has 
served to lower electric power 
rates t out the nation. 

2. TVA’s idea of abundant use 
of electricity, so stimulated the 
nation’s demand for power that 
the private utilities have been 
forced away from their old the- 
ory of scarce power at high 
rates. 

3. Equally important, he em- 
phasized, TVA has taught the 
nation and the world how to 


. “weld together in most produc- 


tive fashion” a _region’s natural 
resources. 

Clapp explored the dangers 
of a crippled TVA in an ex- 
elusive interview with the.Nash- 
ville Tennessgan and the New 
York Times. *~ : 

‘Delay Means No Crisis.’ 

He emphasized that he sees 
no “immediate crisis” for the 
vast multi-function agency, cre- 
ated to harness a river’s poten- 
tially destructive forces to the 
uses of man. Even if the Presi- 
dent delays naming a new TVA 
board chairman, he said, this 
“need produce no crisis.” 

Both Patey and Curtis, he 
added, are completely able to 
carry on its work and “assure 
administrative continuity.” In 
previous years he recalled TVA 
has gone for periods of as much 
as two years with only two 
board members. 

Neither, Clapp said, does he 
subscribe to “the theory of the 
indispensable man.” He said he 
is certain there are many men 
in sympathy with TVA prin- 
ciples who are qualified to 
carry out the responsibilities 
with which he was charged 
prior to last Tuesday. . 

Expresses Grave Concern. 

However, Clapp expressed 

“grave concern” over whether 
Mr. Eisenhower will be able to 
select a man who is sympathetic 
to these standards—as set out 
in the TVA act—and at the 
same time meet the President’s 
own ideas about TVA’s func- 
tion, . 
The President said last week 
during his press conference he 
is searching for a man who is 
in agreement with him on the 
proper role and function of 
TV.

Clapp said the power-produc- 
ing facilities of TVA should 
never be underestimated in ap- 
praising the system but he said 
many of the agency’s other func- 
tions are often pushed into the 
background by its major enemy 
—the private power interests. 

Employes’ Attachment. 

“In my 21 years of association 
with TVA the agency has been 
peopled from top to bottom— 
from construction worker to 
board director—with employes 
whose attachment to TVA was 
not that of employes of an elec- 
tric utility business,” he said. 

“Rather the attachment has 
been to the workability and im- 
portance of having a chance to 
relate electrical energy forestry, 
soil improvement flood control, 
and industrial development to 
the future of an entire region. 

“This, like many regions of 
the world,” he continued, “is 
blessed with God’s bounty.: Man 
constantly seeks to understand 
and relate these separate nat- 
ural wonders into a complete 
and satisfying environment for 
himself and his neighbors. 

“This has been the TVA ap- 
proach—the democratic instru- 
ment in the hands of the people 
for developing and wisely using 
these bounties.” 

But since this idea was fos- 
tered by Senator George Norris 
years ago, Clapp said, it has in- 
voked the wrath of the private 
power interests. The town where 
Clapp now lives was named for 
Senator Norris. It is 20 miles 
from Knoxville on TVA’s first 


lake. 
TVA’s Purpose. 

“It is written into the TVA 
act of 1933,” he continued “that 
TVA’s purpose is to achieve the 
widest possible distribution of 
electricity at the lowest possible 
cost and to make the agency 
self-liquidating insofar as prac- 
tical.” - 

“That policy—stipulated in the 
act—is at the heart of this entire 
fight brought against TVA by 
the private utility companies,” 
he asserted. 

This, Clapp said, is because 
the application of that policy 
produced an area-wide system of 
“low rates and high use which 
under an efficient management 
costs of generating, 
transmitting and distributing 
electricity.” 

“In addition, it has provided 
a good rate of return both to 
the ‘Federal Government and to 
the distributing agencies—cities 
and rural co-operatives.” 

This is the “yardstick” TVA 
has provided, “a demonstration 
of what can be done if your ob- 
jectives are so set forth.” 

“The private power companies 
are out to break that yardstick,” 
he said. 

This, too, Clapp said, is what 
makes TVA a stanch influence 
on the national economy as well 
as an ideal toward which many 
foreign countries look. 

tion of Thinking. 

Clapp said he’ would remind 
the President that TVA was not 
constructed in the usual idea 
some countries have believed of 
American progress: “One day 
you have-a vacant lot, the next 
day a skyscraper.” 

TVA is nothing more than a 
culmination of American con- 
servation thinking which began 
“about the turn of the century,” 
he reminded. The issue, he said 
“was debated publicly for 15 
years” before the first TVA 
dam was begun. The system, he 
continued, was years in the 
building. 

“It has stood for 21 years un- 
der. constant examination and 
re-examination by Congress and

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TV Monopoly 
Under Inquiry 
By Senators 


Story of How 
‘Black Death’ 
Has Hit UHF in 
St. Louis Is Told.

T HE Senate caucus room, 


scene of the off-again-on- 

again McCarthy hearings, 
was the stage for another hear- 
ing last week at which the tele- 
vision cameras were significant- 
ly absent. In many respects, 
however, it was more important 
to the man in the street than 
the escapades of the Messrs. 
Cohn and Schine. 

The stakes were high because 
television itself was on trial. The 
future of the TV industry will 
be affected by the findings of a 
Senate subcommittee headed by 
G.O.P. Senator Charles Potter 
of Michigan. 

Potter and his colleagues were 
investigating a dog-eat-dog battle 
for the control of TV channels 
and their advertising gold. 

The Potter subcommittee, 
specifically. is probing for an- 
swers to an alarming state of 
monopoly and restraint of trade 
affecting both VHF (Very High 
Frequency) television, the kind 
most of us look at, and UHF 
(Ultra High Frequency) televi- 
sion, which provides more chan- 
nels and better reception. 

It is common knowledge that 
the two major networks which 


televised the McCarthy-Army 


hearings as a public service— 
ABC and DuMont — are fight- 
ing for survival against the 
wealthier, more powerful NBC 
and CBS networks. NBC and 
CBS have not televised the Mc- 
Carthy hearings’ because they 
encroached on valuable advertis- 
ing revenue. DuMont and.ABC 
did televise, partly because they 
had little advertising to be dis- 
rupted.

SNOWBALLING MONOPOLY 
—Unless Congress, or the Justice 
Department, or the Federal 
Communications Commission 
does something to check the 
snowballing monopoly, both ABC 
and DuMont will eventually go 
under. Neither can cope h 
the big-time competition of CBS 
and NBC, which blanket the 
popular televiewing hours on 
week nights and Sundays with 
hit programs sponsored by Ford, 
RCA, General Motors, General 
Electric, Colgate - Palmolive, 
Standard Oil, Benrus Watches, 
Philip Morris, Chesterfield, 
Lucky Strike, Camels, Lipton’s 
Tea and other big advertisers. 


these powerful commercial spon- 
sors is even tougher on UHF sta- 
tions, whose advertising market 
is limited by the fact that home 
viewers require special receiving 
sets to dial in UHF programs. 
This limited market does not 
appeal to. TV hucksters with 
products to sell. 

There are now 250 VHF sta- 
tions on the air, compared with 
127 UHF stations. Most of the 
UHF are either losing money or 
struggling to break even. Others 
lucky enough to have network 
affiliations in areas not blanket- 
ed by VHF stations are making a 
little money. Several already 
have folded. 

The FCC has encouraged the 
construction of UHF stations 
both because they are capable 
of improved reception (as FM 
stations in radio) and becalse 
the frequency spectrum will ae- 
commodate a much greater num- 
ber of them than VHF transmit- 
ters. 
The FCC has estimated that 
the spectrum is capable of more 
than 1300 UHF station assign- 
ments as against a national max- 
imum of approximately 500 VHF 
stations. 

In addition, while VHF sta- 
tions are limited to 12 channels 
in the spectrum, UHF Stations 
can operate on 70 channels, from 
channel 14 through 83. . 

However, after encouraging 
the investment private capi- 
tal in UHF, e FCC hasn't 
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lifted a finger to keep UHF sta- 
tions in business. 

In fact, the FCC seems to have 
made a policy of discriminating 
against UHF stations in cases 
where there has been a conflict 
of interest with better-heeled 
VHF competitors. 

In Atlantic City HF station 
WFPG recently was driven out 
of business by VHF competition 
from Philadelphia, 40 miles 
away. The FCC increased the 
power of the big Philadelphia 
stations which drowned out At- 
lantie City and put WFPG out 
of business.

STORY OF KACY-TV —A 
similar close-out occurred in St. 
Louis, when KACY-TV, operat- 
ing on UHF channel 14, had to 
shut down because it was un- 
able to get network programs. 

- Jack Garrison, president of 
the station, told the Potter sub- 
committee: 

“Forty-nine days ago, my sta- 
tion suspended service to the 
2,000,000 people in greater St. 
Louis. It was at that time the 
most powerful UHF station in 
America, operating from the 
highest tower in the market, 
with the largest and most com- 
plete studios staffed by experi- 
enced television people. 

“On Nov. 25, 1953, we opened 
the station commercially. On 
April 2, 1954, we ceased operat- 
ing after a loss in excess of 
$250,000. We built the station. 
we opened it, we closed it... . 
How did we get into UHF?” 

Garrison explained. He said 
he opened his station on the ad- 
vice of two menibers of the FCC, 
who told him that “UHF offered 


the best opportunity for an early 
start in television and that we 
would have from two to three 
years to establish UHF in our 
area before there would be ad- 
ditional VHF completion. 

Garrison would have been 
much better off had he not taken 
the FCC’s “advice.” Not only 
was he unable to get “a single 
network program,” but the FCC 
went back on its promise not to 
approve any additional VHF 
competing stations in St. Louis. 

“In the last month the ‘Black 
Death’ has come to UHF tele- 
vision in St. Louis,” Garrison 
testified. “Where before there 
was only one VHF television sta- 
tion, a change in the commis- 
sion’s processing structure now 
has brought about the license of 
an additional VHF station, and 
I am told that the licensing of 
a third VHF station is only a 
matter of days or hours away.”

THREE-STEP SOLUTION — 
William <A. Roberts, general 
counsel of the UHF Television 
Association of America, who 
followed Garrison on the stand, 
suggested a three-step solution 
9 television’s monopoly prom- 
ems: 


1. Do not mix UHF and VHF 
stations in a competitive area: 

2. Confine color television to 
the UHF spectrum; 

3. Adopt the bill proposed by 
Senator Bricker of Ohio, pro- 
viding for a closer policing of 
television networks by the FCC 
in order to prevent program- 
ing discrimination by big ad-

HE Eisenhower Administra-

the apparent leveling off of 
the current recession is both 
real and permanent. The Re- 
publican rank and file are being 
urged to stand by the White 
House on three bills—taxes, so- 
cial security and housing—with 
the promise that no surprises 
will be sprung on them in the 
economic field. 

War in any form would, of 
course, be legitimate ground 
for canceling that promise. The 
stability of the stock market, 
however, indicates that business, 
which now has so many admin- 
istration pipelines, does not 
foresee a war boom. Disarma- 
ment, which would really start 
a downward slide, seems equally 
remote. 

Despite the leveling off which 
has inspired White House opti- 
mism, unemployment figures re- 
main high. The White House is, 
then, taking a considerable 
gamble with respect to the No- 
vember elections. If its program 
fails to develop jobs fast 
enough, Senators and Congress- 
men in highly industrialized 
states will stand in some dan- 
ger. 

G.O.P. Still on Trial. 

The sudden fears aroused by 
the winter downturn and the 
intense discussion of remedies 
for it showed that the Republi- 
cans are still very much on 
trial when it comes to the ques- 
tion of their ability and readi- 
ness to maintain a high level 
of prosperity. 

Actually, the downturn was 
no worse than it had been at 
points both in the Roosevelt 
and Truman administrations 
where there was little clamor 
for Government intervention. 

People seemed ready, then, 
to believe that the Democrats 
would act in time. Last winter, 
they were pessimistic. Some of 
this pessimism was fanned by 
the politicians, of course, but it 
was real. For a time, White 
House advisers plunged into 
conferences about remedies and 
talked of what might be done, 
but the President, though his 
program accepts most of the 
basie framework of the New 


“America is capitalist,” he 
said. “Indians relate capitalism 
to imperialism, and imperialism 
to colonialism. Colonialism is 
the devil we know.” 

This came from an Indian 
leader who is pro-American, 
and thus is testimony to the 
strength of Moscow-Peiping 
propaganda Asia.

The same four Senators have also ruled out 
as a principal Assistant Defense Secretary H. 
Struve Hensel, even though Senator McCarthy 
flatly said he would not withdraw his charges 
against Mr. Hensel. Thus the McCarthy 
charges against Mr. Hensel still stand and an 
Assistant Secretary of Defense in the Eisen- 
hower Administration goes back to his important 
work with this cloud hanging over his head.

Army counsel Welch had everything in his 
brilliant argument but enough votes to sustain 
it. Only Senators Symington of Missouri, Mc- 
Clellan of Arkansas and Jackson of Washington 
voted to protect the Army’s interests and so the 
Army lost by a straight vote of four Republicans 
against three Democrats. 

It would be hard to say whose was the greater 
failure at this point, that of Chairman Mundt or 
that of Subcommittee Counsel Jenkins. Two 
weeks ago, when Senators Dirksen, Potter and 
Dworshak attempted to limit the public testi- 
mony to Secretary Stevens and Senator Mc- 
Carthy, Chairman Mundt properly voted with 


the minority because he pledged himself not to 
support a change that any principal regarded as 
unfair. Why did Senator Mundt not vote again to 
protect the Army’s interests, as stated by its 
counsel in calling for the retention of Mr. Carr? 
And why did Ray H. Jenkins, who says his pur- 
pose is to get all the facts out, not advise the 
subcommittee as to what it was doing? Mr. 
Jenkins is, as he says an employe of the subcom- 
mittee. He does not need to be its doormat. 
Let no one be deceived from here on out. 
The majority now has only one purpose and that 
is to close this investigation at the earliest 
possible moment. If the Senators who make up 
the majority cannot take the inquiry into the 
back room and close the door, they will chop it 
off at any opportunity. They are so desperate 
that they do not seem to realize that they are 
doing all this with the country looking on.

It is not enough to excuse this as a political 
battle in a midterm congressional election year. 
It is not enough to say that the Democrats seek 
to make capital of the Republican embarrass- 
ment. Or that Senator Dirksen, as chairman of 
the G.O.P, Senate Elections Committee, wants to 
close out the investigation so he can get to work 
in the states with crucial senatorial elections 
coming on. 

There can be no such excuses. This is a basic 
fight. It is a battle over a fundamental consti- 
tutional principle—the separation of the execu- 
tive from the legislative department. It must 
be fought out to the end. The conclusion must 
be in the interests of the American people whose 
very Government is at stake. 

Two of the Senators who voted to ram these 
“dismissals” down the throats of the minority, 
the Army and the people, are up for re-election 
this year. They are Messrs. Mundt and Dwor- 
shak. Each has invited defeat in 1954 by his 
shockingly partisan vote.

What can be done about this vote to cut off 
the investigation before it is completed? 

A great deal can be done. The minority can 
and ought to take the issue at once to the Gov- 
ernment Operations Committee of which the 
subcommittee is a unit. They can find out if the 
other Republicans on the full committee, Sena- 
tor Margaret Chase Smith of Maine and Senator 
Butler of Maryland, agree. If the minority loses 
in the full committee, it can take the issue to 
the Senate floor. This attempt to sweep dirt 
under the rug deserves the fullest exposure.

Death on the Bennington 

The Navy has promised the most thorough 
investigation of the explosion which killed 91 
men of the aircraft carrier Bennington. That 
is the practical step which must be taken to 
prevent such tragedies in the future. ‘ 

Perhaps it was natural, though unfortunate, 
that somebody in these times would mention 
the possibility of sabotage. In this case it was 
Representative Edith Nourse Rogers of Massa- 
chusetts. But the Navy says that so far it lacks 
evidence as to the cause of the explosion. 

Careless words now do no good and pay 
no respect to the United States Navy. The full 
facts as to what happened on the Bennington 
off the East Coast must await the naval in- 
quiry, and that should be soon. 

Until then, the nation can only pay the same 
tribute to the casualties as it would to its men 
dead in combat. The task of defense is unremit- 
ting and often dangerous in peace as well as in 
war. So should be the honor that goes with it. 
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Citation Against Mr. Garagiola 

“Senator, you are looking at a .250 hitter.” 
Those were the immortal words which Joe 
Garagiola contributed to the history of con- 
gressional investigations. When the same Mr. 
Garagiola can step to the plate and unlimber a 
home run to start the 7-run inning of a 15-5 
humiliation of the Cardinals, well it is time 
for a point of order, a point of personal privi- 
lege, a citation for contempt and perhaps even 
adjournment sine die. 
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A Justice Department Retreat 

The Justice Department has dropped perjury 
prosecution of Val R. Lorwin, former State De- 
partment employe accused of having lied in de- 
nying Communist affiliations. Senator, Hen- 
nings of Missouri demands an investigation of 
this “sordid miscarriage of justice.” Certainly 
the Justice Department's retreat is unusual 
enough to warrant a review. 


Lorwin’s name came to public attention largely . 


through Senator McCarthy’s wholesale assault on 
tije State Department. In 1950 the Wisconsin 
Senator mentioned “81” cases of department em- 
ployes in connection with alleged Communist 
_influences, and Lorwin was said to be “No. 54” 
among them. In 1951 McCarthy was down to 
“26” such cases, Lorwin included. 

Actually Lorwin’s loyalty had been under in- 
termittent consideration by the State Depart- 
ment loyalty board from 1948 on. In 1952, after 
Senator McCarthy had shot his wad, the loyalty 
board gave Lorwin full clearance. He left the 
department two months later. 

A year later the Justice Department stepped 
in with an indictment charging that Lorwin had 
lied to the loyalty board about past Communist 
connections. But the department now concedes 
that its prosecutor made improper statements 
to the grand jury. For example, the prosecutor 
said two FBI informers would be available for 
the trial, but there were no such informants. 

This misrepresentation is the Justice Depart- 
ment’s stated reason for dropping the indict- 
ment. But there is another reason which seems 
to have been even more important. | 

United States District Judge Edward M. Cur- 
ran, on a defense motion, had ordered Attorney 
General Brownell to produce the record of the 
loyalty board hearing. This was prime evidence, 
since the alleged perjury occurred at that hear- 
ing. But such records are also held secret. The 
Justice Department circumvented the order to 
produce them by dropping the whole case. 

This leaves both accuser and accused in a 
kind of limbo. Lorwin’s name was brought to 
question publicly but he has now been denied 
the opportunity to clear it in public court. The 
Justice Department does not even say whether 
it will try to reopen the case. And the presump- 
tion that a man ig innocent until proved guilty 
does not erase the publicity given Lorwin. At

the same time the Justice Department has 
put itself in the position of bringing a case 
against a man, then refusing to produce the full 
evidence, and finally conceding that whatever 
case it did have was improperly presented. In 
that retreat, capped by suspension of the depart- 
ment’s prosecutor, the Justice Department looks 
more than a little foolish.

On the Sidelines at Geneva 

How much hope for an Indochina truce may 
be justified by the current negotiations at 
Geneva cannot be guessed at this stage. But 
one thing is very certain. The United States 
can do itself infinite harm if the world in gen- 
eral and Asia in particular are allowed to get 
the impression that this country is standing on 
the sidelines at Geneva only for the purpose of 
shooting down every peace plan as it comes up. 

Fortunately the United States has just. agreed 
with Britain and France to study the’ new 
Communist peace plan, after first denouncing it 
as dishonorable. Up to this point the American 
attitude seemed one of extreme pessimism if 
not of downright cynicism. At every,turn, spokes- 
men for the United States delegation showered 
cold water upon the possibility of any construc- 
tive achievement. é 

Now the Communists have presented a cease- 
fire plan which may or may not turn out to pro- 
vide the basis for serious negotiation. The 
French take it seriously enough, at any rate, 
that they called Foreign Minister Bidault back 
to Paris for consultation about it. After the con- 
sultation, the French cabinet decided not to re- 
ject the plan, and gave Mr. Bidault ‘a renewed 
expression of confidence. ‘ 

At this juncture it would seem that the sensi- 
ble and constructive role for the United States 
to play would be one of discreet silence. Since 
it has been the French who were doing the 
fighting in Indochina, they ought to have the 
major voice in deciding wether any particular 
armistice terms are “honorable” ‘or not. 

Now that the Western Big Three have agreed 
to reserve judgment on the Communist plan, the 
United States concession should help to over- 
come the appearance of a policy that condemned 
without consideration. io 

As long as that was the tactic of our diplo- 
macy, it permitted Communist propaganda to 
charge that the American interest at Geneva was 
mainly one of obstructing any peace settlement 
in Indochina. And it would be grossly incon- 
sistent for the United States to withhold mili- 
tary intervention on behalf of the French, yet 
to prevent the French from attempting to sign 
a truce which they’ consider satisfactory. 

Underneath these negotiations is the question 
of the basic aim of American policy. Is that 
basic aim to get into the Indochina war as 
soon as Congress, the people, and perhaps 
Britain can he persuaded to stand for it? Is 
this why any peace plan automatically is re- 
garded as a bad one? If the answers are in the 
affirmative, then Both the American people and 
our allies ought to be told the unhappy 
truth now.

In this romance of a great railroad

War times down to the present, the 

author conjures up scenes, peoples and 

episodes which will live long in the 
mind of the reader. The book has all 
the elements a good novel should have. 

The opening scenes are laid in the

Co., which old Aaron deWitt, president, 

rules with an iron hand. He closely

The author describes the extraordl- 
nary baronial period of American in- 
dustry during the late ’90s and early 
1900s in detail, displaying a surprising 
knowledge of the social and political 
problems of the period. 

If Miss Caldwell writes about the vi- 
cious and reprehensible aspects of hu- 
man nature in a way to show their true 
light, she also writes of the nobler as-

American business men should 
value the office worker as an 
essential . producer of goods 
rather than tolerate him as a 
necessary evil, Earl Tiffany Jr. 
of Short Hills, N. J., vice presi- 
dent of Monroe Calculating Ma- 
chine Co., declared here today. 

Tiffany was -interviewed at 
Hotel Park Plaza, where he at- 
tended the Office Equipment 
Manufacturers Institute held m 
conjunction with the annual Of- 
fice Machinery and Equipment 
Exposition at Kiel Auditorium. 
The exhibit ends today. 

“Because the ratio of office 
workers to factory workers has 
| increased from 8 to’l at the turn 
of the century to an estimated 
30 to 1 today, the superficial 
conclusion is that this parasite 
has somehow affixed himself to 
the payroll in unwarranted num- 
bers,” Tiffany said. 

He contended that develop- 
ment of mass marketing tech- 
niques had made it necessary 
to hire more office help but at 
the same time had given mod- 
ern business tools which keep 
factory whels turning. 

“Management,” the business 
machine executive said, “ought 
to think of the clerical worker 
as a creator of opportunity for 
the factory worker, not as a bur- 
den. on the factory worker's 
back.” 

The thirty-fifth international 
conference of the National Of- 
fice Management Association 
closed yesterday at Hotel Jef- 
ferson and the related exhibit 
of more than $1,000,000 in office 
equipment will close at 6 p.m.

WHEN GRANDSON RICKY was visiting us 
recently, he and I noticed the pup lying out’in 
the yard gazing intently at some small object 
between his front paws which he made no at- 
tempt to touch. Suddenly the object moved 
and Tiger jumped a foot in the air in surprise, 
then immediately lay down with the thing 
between his paws and his nose an inch or two 
away. At first we thought it must be a garden 
toad; then we heard a wren fussing on the 
fence close by. I called to the pup and he 
came to’ me, although reluctantly. Leaving 
him for Ricky to hold, I went and picked up 
a baby wren—entirely untouched and unharmed 
—and deposited it in a nearby brush-pile. After 
that, we hiked out to the field to see some 
calves and Tiger went along willingly. But an 
hour later when we’d forgotten the incident, we 
discovered the pup lying out beside the brush- 
pile, gazing intently into it. And sure enough, 
he’d found the baby wren again, though now it 
was safely out of reach and almost ready to fly.

DOWN IN THE BOTTOM FIELDS near the 
Big Pond, nearly a month ago, we discovered 
a young blue goose grazing with the cattle. 
Evidently injured so that it cannot fly, it can 
run like a streak and thus far has been able to 
avoid ending up as a meal for a fox. On one 
occasion when I was working away in the field, 
we happened to glance over toward the pond.

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THE BOX TORTOISES which wander the 
fields and woods in large numbers at this- sea- 
son are always of interest to a bird dog pup. 
One day when I was working in this same field, 
I saw the pup heading for the little pond with 
some large object in his mouth. He waded out 
neck-deep and dropped it, then went back to 
ranging the field. Next time I looked, he was 
heading for the pond again and went through 
the same performance. The third time this hap- 
pened I climbed down from the tractor and 
hurried over to see what this was all about. 
Here came Tiger, carrying a huge box tor- 
toise. He waded out into the pond, opened 
his mouth, dropped the tortoise into the water 
and headed for the field again. Since the tor- 
toise can swim—or at least float—I didn’t dis- 


courage the pup but went back to my work and © 


left him to his.

EVERY NOW AND THEN we read about fish- 
ing dogs and we have no doubt whatever that, 
with a little training, Tiger could be taught to 
retrieve fish. Every time we are near the 
creek, he goes fishing. His favorite method is 
to corner a bunch of minnows in the shallow 
water at the head of a riffle—and then he goes 
nearly wild with excitement. He tries to step 
on them or to catch them in his mouth, often 
tumbling head over heels and getting a good 
ducking for his efforts. And he will keep this 
up fora half-hour at a time, never discouraged 
by the fact that.so far he hasn't caught a fish.

OLD MIKE AND THE PUP sleep on the back 
porch, to which they have access through a 
small door cut for this purpose. During the 
warm months, they are allowed in the house 
only after supper in the evening.

How About C ooking Up a Work of 


Art? 


Good Pot Roast Is Just That—It Requires a Little Extra Effort 


By Hoyt Alden 


HERE’S no two ways about 
‘3 it, a good pot roast is a work 

of art. At the risk of sound- 
ing like a television commercial, 
it has a built-in flavor found in 
no other meat dish. It’s too bad 
there aren't more good pot roasts 
than there are. 

One reason is that they take a 
little more trouble than the av- 
erage roast, and the Little 
Woman's too often averse to any- 
thing that takes a little more 
trouble. Another is, that too few 
people know what makes a good 
pot roast. 

Pot roast is not the name of a 
cut of meat, as some people 
seem to think. It’s a way of 
making a roast. There are also 
a number of variations, but the 
most popular is the pot roast 
cooked with vegetables and a lot 
of rich gravy. 

The fundamental, or basic pot 
roast is cooked like this: Get a 
good three-to-five-pound roast— 
chuck, rump, round, blade or 
arm. Leave it in one chunk and 
if you want to, have it rolled. 
Rub it with seasoned flour. Heat 
at least three tablespoons of lard 
in a Dutch oven and brown the 
meat well on all sides. Then 
slip a rack under it to keep it 
from sticking or burning. 

Add a chopped onion and a 
half cup of tomato juice and 
cover the kettle. Cook it slowly 
in a moderate oven for about 
three and a half hours. Then 
put the meat on a hot platter. 
Skim off some of the grease if 
you have too much and then 
make gravy with flour and 
water. Season to taste. 

. . 

OW, if you want a pot roast 
N that will linger in your mem- 

ory as one of the finest ex- 
periences of your life, rub the 
roast with a cut clove of garlic 
before flouring it. And when it 

lacks about 35 minutes of being 
ready to take out of the oven, 
put in six whole peeled onions, 
a half dozen scraped carrots cut 
lengthwise, and six cut-up stalks 
of celery. Add a little Worcester- 
shire sauce to the gravy, and try 
it for size.

Start with a four-pound rump 
roast. Put it in a marinade of 
two cups of red table wine, a 
fourth cup of brandy, two slices 
of onion, a mashed clove of gar- 
lic and a bay leaf. Leave it there 
about three hours, turning it 
now and then, 

Drain it well, But save the 
liquid. Heat your lard in a 
Dutch oven or heavy pot and 
brown the meat all over. Then 
put the marinade on top of it. 


T HE French dress their pot 


Then season it with a fourth tea- 
spoon of pepper, two teaspoons 
of salt, four whole cloves, a cup 
of stock (or bouillon made with 
a cube). After it has cooked 
two hours, add your vegetables: 
four carrots cut in strips, three 
Stalks of celery cut in halves, 
three large peeled tomatoes 
and sprigs of parsley. Let it 
cook then until the meat and 
vegetables are tender. Thicken 
the gravy with flour and water.

HERE are two schools of 
T thought regarding roast beef 
and Yorkshire pudding. I 
won't take sides because I. can 


take Yorkshire pudding or leave 
it. If you haven't tried it, and 
would like to enter the lists 
one way or the other, here’s 
a You can decide for your- 
self. 


You want a three-rib standing 
roast weighing five to seven 
pounds. Put it on a rack in an 
open pen, fat side up, and don’t 
add water. Roast it at about 300 
degrees, and the length depends 
on whether you want it rare or 
well done. 


For the Yorkshire pudding, 
which is eaten along with the 


roast, with or without gravy, you — 


sift a cup of flour and a half 
teaspoon of salt into a mixing 
bowl. Add a cup of milk and 
beat it all with a rotary beater 


until it is as thick as cream. . 


Beat a couple of eggs slightly 
in a separate dish and then 
put them in. “Then beat it, until 
it bubbles. . 


Pour enough fat off the roast 
to cover the bottom of a square 
baking tin. Bake the pudding in 
a hot oven for about 20 minutes 
then reduce the heat and bake a 
little longer until it’s well 
browned and crusty around the 
edges and slightly moist in the 
center. Serve it hot along with 
the roast and gravy.

HERE are many variations 
T of hash, most of them bad. 
Here’s one that’s good. 


Saute a small grated onion 
and a couple of tablespoons of 
parsley in a tablespoon of hot 
butter for about four minutes. 
Then combine them in a bowl 
with a couple of cups of 
chopped cooked roast, two cups 
of diced boiled potatoes and 
seasoning to taste. 


Heat three tablespoons of but- 
ter in a 10-inch skillet and then 
spread the hash evenly therein. 
Let it saute slowly until it is 
nice and brown. on the bottom, 
which is going to take quite a 
while. About 35 to 40 minutes. 
Then fold it like an omelet and 
put it in a hot platter. Season 
it with a little parsley.

Exterior Wood Stains. 


IME was when anyone who 
T didn’t want to paint the out- 

side of his house was pretty 
close to being a bum. Barns 
often were let to go without 
paint but houses never. Today, 
however, there is quite a vogue 
for natural finish on siding, 
doors, etc., and this brings up 
the question of how it should 
be treated. 


There are a good many woods 
such as redwood and cypress 
which can be exposed to the 
weather without much harm 
but in time they will fdde from 
the sun and the weather. If 
they faded all over the same 
amount this would not be too 
bad but they’ don’t, they fade in 
varying degrees. 

You need, then, some sort of 
coating which won’t hide the 
wood but which will protect it 
from the weather. Some people 
have used linseed oil but linseed 
oil picks and holds dirt pretty 
easily so this isn’t too hot 


Clear finishes such as varnish 
can be used but varnish has a 
slight yellowish color and takes 
time to apply. Another point to 
keep in mind is that the less 
pigment in the finish, the short- 
er time it will last. 


One kind of finish that does 
seem to be doing a good job is 
a pigmented exterior stain seal. 
These stains contain a small 
mount of pigment which helps 
to make them last. They can be 
applied easily and will protect 
the wood. And they aren't too 
expensive. This is important 
for, while they do give good 
service, no finish of this sort 
will last as long as paint espe- 
cially in those portions of the 
house where they receive the 
greatest amount of light from 
the sun. 


The great advantage of using 
a stain is that when it shows 
signs of fading, you just slap an- 
other coat over it and there 
you are.

It was obvious enough that if 
South could run the diamond 
suit without loss he would auto- 
matically have his 12 tricks. 
But what assurance was there 
that the diamond suit would 
come in, intact? The queen 
could certainly be off-side—it 
was not marked in West’s hand 
just because he had made a 
vulnerable overcall. 

There was, however, a differ- 
ent card that South had every 
reason to feel was in a favor- 
able position. That was the heart 
king. West had made his spade 
bid without the king, jack or 
10 in his own suit, so it was ex- 
tremely likely that he had the 
king of hearts. 

Acting on this sound premise, 
declarer took an immediate 
heart finesse, and when the 
queen held, discarded a dia- 
mond on the heart ace.
